'If you wish to go to the winter fair 
you get on a street car and — you will 
know when its time to get off without 
further instructions. In the first place 
the prospects are that nearly every- 
body else in the car is going there, and 
in the second place, when you arrive 
there you will know it is a winter fair 
if you have never heard of one before. 
When your eye strikes the building, 
its surroundings, glaring canvas signs, 
hitching posts and the like, thercris an 
immediate suggestion of some sort of a 
fair, and when you come within ear- 
shot there 13 no doubt in your mind as 
to what is going on. Your first im- 
pression is that there is a composite 
canine and poultry band in practice, or 
rather just tuning up.
